WHAT JUDGE THURMAN 
THINKS UF NEGRO 
SUFFRAGE.

(St, Louis Advance: 


Judge Thurman regailed a few 
Negro sycophants at Columbus 
last Thursday with the following 
remarks: It is true that in 1867, 
before suffrage for your people had 
been adopted, when the question 
was in Ohio, and in Ohio, alone, 
whether the word “white” should 
be struck from the Constitution, I, 
together with a large majerity, vot- 


ed against striking it out. The’ 


reasons were plainly stated and 
stoutly maintained. It was not 
right for Ohio to take such action 
when nearly all the other States 
were otherwise. That reason I 
urged against such action. 

This is what Judge Thurman 
says today when he needs the Ne- 
gro vote of Ohio and the doubtful 
staies. Below we give what Judge 
Thurman acually said‘ when the 
question of Negro suffrage was ac- 
tually submitted tothe white peo- 
ple of Ohio in 1867. Compare the 
two speeches and see how crafty 
and audacious the old gentleman 
is. 

His words are: ‘‘Of all the de- 
lusions I have ever known, the idea 
of political equality between the 
white and black races seems to be 
the greatest, For more than four 
thousand years the history of the 
world has been written, and in all 
that time there is not a recorded 
apnal of a civilzed Negro govern- 


ment; there is not one instance of 


political equality between the two 
races, that has not proven ipjour- 
ious to both; and yet it is proposed 
to confer upon an inferior race the 
dominion over one-third of the re- 
public and to makeita balance of 
power that nine times out of ten, 
would for that reason, control the 
whole country. There can be but 
one end to thig scheme if it be 
much longer persecuted. It is im- 


possible that the race to which we 


nation. It is imposs:ble that so in- 
ferior race as the Negro, can com- 
pete with the white man in the busi- 
ness, much less than in the politics 
ofthis country. The extermination 
of the Negro or his expulsion from 
this country must be the inevitable 
result.ofthe Radical policy if per- 
sisted in. But before that happens 
what untold evils may await us, 
what anarchy, what confusion, 
what impoverishment, what dis- 
tress, worse than Mexico, worse 
than the South American republics, 
will be the condition of a large por- 
tion of this country if that policy 
prevails and here let me caution 
you my friends that the question of 
Negro suffrage was not settled by 
your votes last October. | 

It is trae that you voted it down 
in Ohio, but it is equally trae, that 
what you refase to permit here, you 
are asked to impose upon others. 
It is equally true, that what you 
have solemnly condemned, a Radi- 
cal Congress may impose upon you 
in spite of your condemnation., im- 
pose upon you an amendment of 
the constitution of the Uuited 
States, though rejected by Ohio. If 
you would guard against political 
equality with the Negro, you must 
not be satisfied with sending its op-

ON NEGROES. HON. N. W. CUNEY OF 


TEXAS SPEAK. A WARNING TO 


COLORED MEN. 


The Galveston, Texas, News 
among others things reports ex-— 
tracts from the following speech 
of Hon. N. W. Caney. 


CUNEY’S SPEECH: 


N. W. Cuney was called on to 
address the meeting, which he did 
in the way of a violent and bitter 
arraignment of the democratic 
party, laying to their door the 
responsibility for the recent _ occu- 
rences in Fort Bendand Washing- 
ton counties. He preface his 
remarks by saying that in his 
opinion the republican state con- 
vention to assemble at Fort Worth 
on the 20th should make no nomi- 
nations. The democratic press of 
course, advocated the making of' 
nominations by this vonvention; 
but in politics as in everything 
else, it is a wise policy uot to do 
that which your enimies want you 
todo. He intimated that a com- 
bination between the republicans 
and Farmers’ alliance of Texas as 
against straight democracy would 
be astrong card to play at the 
coming election and this connec- 
tion he referred to what he termed 
a similar combination made in 
Arkansas between the democrats 
and wheelers, by which the demo- 
crats though in the minority, 
carried the state by 10,00) or 
15,000 votes, He alluded to the 
ridts there as growing oat of this 
combination and being brought 
about by the democrats. ‘This 
brought him to similar occurrences 
nearer home, and without referr- 
ing to the original cause of the re~ 
cent trouble in Fort Bend, he 
found ample food in the sequel to 
flaunt the bloody shirt. The 
democratic leaders ot Fort Bend 
as those in Crittenden county, 
Ark; finding themselves not able 
to carry things their Own way by 
fair means ut the ballot box, bad 
resorted to mob vivlerce, and by

He wauld like to ask the people 
of the south what they proposed 
to do with the negro. It rested, 
with the south to answer the 
question whether they were 
to be treuted as citizens or driven 
out of the country to subserve 
political ends. There are many 
good citizens in the south depre- 
cated these outrages but none had 
the courage to raise -their voice 
against them while the democrat- 
ic press of the south stand mute. 
He spoke of the Baenham tragedy 
as another instance where politi- 
cal supremacy was sought to be 
attained by aseasination and 
bloodshed,®and yet the News in 
speaking of ‘the affair merely stat~ 
ed that from the facts peopie were 
at liberty to draw their own con- 
clusions as to whether or not

ESTATE OF A FORMER 


A NOVEL RESULT IN PROBATE-. -CUT 
OFF, BUT STILL SECURe, | 


It isno uncommon thing for the 
estate of deceased person to go to 
some heir-at-law whom the testator 
bas expressly cut off. In such 
cases the will is broken, But for 
one who has been expressly dis- 
inherited to succeed to the estate, 
and yet without breaking the will 
would seem to be something new. 
Such a novelty, however he prom- 
ised in the settlement-of the es- 
tate of Anthony Waddy, the well- 
known colored man who died in 
this city at the great abe of ninty- 
two years, in July of last year. 
The old man, who had beena 
slave in early life, had live in San 
Francisco many years. He did 
not make his will until May 26, 
1886, and therein he left every- 
thing to his aged wife. She died 
before he did, and so, as he had 
not providec for that contingency, 
the law will give the inheritence 
to his next kin: The will was 
probated, and as it named George 
Hudson, the lawyer, as execu'or, 
that gentleman was appvinted, 
A contest instituted by Mrs. 
Levina Philips, who alleges she 
was Wsddy’s sister, was dismissed 
‘by Judge Coffrey yesterday, on 
the ground that it came too late 
She filled ber petition one day 
before the lapse of one year, but 
she did not get out the usual cita- 
tion against the executor until 
seventeen days later, 

Mr. Hudson says there is a 
colored woman in this city who is 
the acknowledged daughter of 
deceased, born in slavery in Mis- 
souri. This is Caroline Jackson, 
a widow, and she has achild. In 
his will Waddy named her, with 
out stating her relationship, and 
used the words: “I omit to make 
any provision for Caroline Jack- 
sou.” The law will, however, 
now ‘make provision for Caroline 
Jackson,” if she shows herself to 
be the daughter of deceased.—
